Claims 1-12 

Example 5 in D1 (cf.table 1) discloses an organic EL device comprising: 
luminescent layer, wherein the luminescent layer contains: 

a hole injecting and transporting compound represented by the formula H-1, whose 
T1 level is 60kcal/mol; 

a electron injecting and transporting compound represented by the formula E-18, 
whose T1 revel is 66kcal/mol;and 

a phosphrescenct material(lr(ppy)3), whose T1 revel is 60Kcal/mol. 

Furthermore, paragraph [0071] in D1 describes that the above EL device has a peak 
wavelength of 51 8nm. 

With regard to claim 2,3 and 5, it is well recognized that an ionization potential of the 
hole injecting and/or transporting layer and an electron affinity of the electron injecting 
and/or transporting layer play one of the major roles in determining a carrier balance 
within the luminescent layer. 

Taking example 5 as discussed above and the above well known fact into 
consideration, optimization of the ionization potential and the electron affinity is held to 
be within the general expertize of a skilled person for the purpose of balancing the 
carriers within the luminescent layer. 
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
